From the figures before us, the 
estimate of 13 bushels of wheat per 
acre has been only reached by the av- 
}erages of the southwestern section of 
\the province. So far other sections 
|reporting are below this figure. 

The estimate of the oat yields is al- 
so shown to be too high, and the 
|threshing returns would indicate that 
an average yield of 16 bushels would 
| be about the figure. The whole wheat | 
crop of Alberta will be much under) 
that of the past few years. On ac 
}eount of drought conditions in some 
parts of the province in the forepart 
/of the summer, and with prospects of 
'a short food crop, much of the sche 
| were cut for green feed. 
| The first damaging frost came to 
| the province about the 10th of the 
|month, This has given Alberta a}

I would like to know if Russian 
Olives make as satisfactory a hedge 
as Caragana? 


Russian Olives are not as _ satis- 


factory for a hedge as Caragana,|®nd back-set a couple of months later 
Indeed in your locality (Provost,!may be in good enough condition for 
Alta.) I question if they will be at planting next spring but not if the 


round is very dry. All land prepared 
for planting either by summer-fallow- 
ing or breaking must be in good moist 
condition in the fall to be fit for 
spring planting. 

I have been advised to water my 
trees this fall after the leaves are off. 
As I am in a small town and water is 
difficult to get, please let me know if 
this advice is right and if it is 
important? 

It is good practice watering trees 
after the leaves are off in the fall and 
before the ground freezes. Indeed 
this year wherever there has been no 
heavy rains this fall, it is highly 
important to do so. Transpiration of 
moisture through the bark takes plac. 
all winter and if the tree roots and its 
whole system have not had sufficient 
water in the fall the trunk and 
branches of the tree are liable to drv 
up before spring. We call this 
“winter kill” sometimes, but it is 
really “fall kill” as the result of too 
dry conditions when the trees go into 
the winter.

DEHORN COMMERCIAL CATTLE 


A strong argument in favor of de 
horning is put forward in Bulletin No. 
15 of Live Stock Branch of the Dom- 
inion Department of Agricultur» 
The heading adopted for the Bulletin 
is “Dehorn your Commercial Cattle; 
Cater to Higher Market Prices.” It is 
confidently expected, say the author- 
ities, that, for strictly 
reasons, growers and feeders of live 
stock will unite in a nation-wide move 
ment, within the next twelve months, 
to eliminate horns from commercial 
cattle, Reference is made to the re- 
solution passed at a recent live stock 
conference held in Western Canada 
urging that all such cattle should be 
dehorned March 15 and 
April 15 or during the month of Oct.

mentioned is furnished by the fact 
that it is unwise to perform the oper- 
ation in either extremely hot or ex- 
tremely cold weather. Instances are 
given of actual experiments at the 
Dominion Experimental Farms and 
Stations, which prove beyond a doubt 
the wisdom of dehorning, It is also 
shown that cattle so treated invariablr 
bring better prices and command 
readier sale than animals *hat have 
not been dehorned. Horns add to the 
cost of production and, from the calf 
nen to the block are a bill of expense 
of the producer and the feeder. They 
are of no economic value to the! 
farmer, the butcher, or the exporter, 
but are frequently the cause of un- 
thriftiness, discontent and injury in 
the feed lot and stable, result in the 


vlacing of inferior meat on the market 
and cause serious loss in the killing 
Proof is given that it not only pays 
to dehorn cattle but also, if purchas- 
ing, to buy animals that have already 
been operated upon. The latter are 
more easily shipped, show less shrink- 
age and damage in transit and are 
more economical of space than hornei 
cattle. In addition they are easier to 
sell and command better prices. <A 
prominent dealer has declared that no 
single step or operation in the hand] 
ing of cattle yields larger returns in 
money than the single act of dehorn 
ing. 

At a conference of shipping in- 
terests in Ottawa it was pointed out 
that in the event that a store cattle 
trade is revived with Great Britain, 
|consequent upon removal of the ex- 
isting embargo, the absence of horns 
would be a great commercial asset to 
the Canadian farmer. Methods of de-
